Bradford, Pa., May 6.—The most de­ 
structive forest fires known In this sec­ 
tion for years raged for the past week. 
About 3 o’clock yesterday morning a 
fire started between Glen Hazel and 
K etner’s. Dolliver’s laqge sawmill, lo­ 
cated between these points, was soon 
destroyed, together with 10,000,000 feet 
of lumber, an engine house, railroad 
switches, sixteen cars of lumber and 
coal, eight dwellings, an oil well, and 
several thousand acres of tim ber land. 
The loss wrill reach $150,000. The woods 
along the Erie railroad between Ket- 
ner and Bradford are on fire and it Is 
feared the loss to oil and lum ber prop­ 
erty will be great. The flames are going 
up the hillside a t a rapid rate and des­ 
troying everything in^heir path. 
Fires are raging between Rixford and 
F arm ers’ Valley 
on valuable tim ber 
lands, and large quantities have been 
destroyed. Between Crawford Junction 
and Riterville a fierce fire is raging on 
both sides of the Erie railroad tracks. 
Considerable damage has been done be­ 
tween Gallagher and Hutchins.

Y., were destroyed. 
Young Indiana Firebug Confesses. 
Indianapolis, Ind., May 6.—The secret 
of the large num ber of fires here dur 
ing the w inter was explained yesterday 
by the confession of F rank Pierce, at 
the Reform school at Plainfield. Pierce 
im plicated George Schopp in his con 
fession. Each is 18 years old. Among 
the fires Pierce accounts for were the 
Scudder stably W orld’s F air stable, 
L ander’s pork nouse, New Denison ho­ 
tel, and about a dozen barns in the 
heart of the city. The combined losses 
of those mentioned would reach nearly 
$250,000. 
Pierce claims the fires were 
started out of pure mischief, and he 
was with Schopp on all occasions save 
a t the New Denison house fire. Schopp 
has been in the workhouse for several

Fresh rep­ 
resentations have been made to Japan, 
and the negotiations are actively pro­ 
ceeding.

Uprising In Caba Fomented by Starving 
Men. 
Madrid, May 6.—Gen. Calleja, form er­ 
ly captain-general of Cuban, has ar­ 
rived here from Havana. He says he 
was aware of the beginning of the ris 
ing in Cuba. He was, however, power­ 
less to prevent the rising in the eastern 
end of the Island. He had oirly 9,000 
soldiers and 4,200 raw recruits, a force 
that was not adequate to garrison the 
towns, let alone to take the field against 
the rebels. Though he was aware flll- 
ganized in Hayti, Tampa, Key West and 
Costa Rica, and elsewhere, he had only 
seven inferior gunboats to watch 400 
leagues of coast line. The poverty pre­ 
vailing in Cuba, he declared, had forced 
many starving men to Join the rebels.

could not pay; and m tears begged 
not only to be forgiven, but for the 
loan of a few dollarr to pay his board 
bill. 
This the kind hearted employer 
loaned him, and he instantly w ent 
to the gam bling den and lest it all. 
'F atal fascination’ do you call it? It is 
demoralization, it is embezzlement, it 
is insanity, it is suicide. 
And any 
young man—I care not how dear he 
may be to some m other’s heart—who 
has started upon such a course or has 
acquired the fatal disease of

If the measure goes into effect as 
decreed the academic annual fee next 
year will be $20, an increase of $8. 
and the scientific departm ent $40 a 
year. 
But a resolution is now pend­ 
ing before the regents to reduce the 
scientific fee to 220, the same am ount 
as is charged in the academic depart­ 
ment. 
The faculty, w hatever their 
sentim ent on the subject is, do not 
care to stand in opposition to the re­ 
gents.

The method adopted by England in

on both sides, but this was not done. 
Bulldozing pure and simple was adopt­ 
ed.

A Western Wonder. 
Gila county, A. T., has located with 
in its borders a natural bridge which is 
rightly considered as one of the greatest 
natural curiosities in the United States. 
It spans Pine creek at a height of about 
200 feet from the water surface. The 
bridge is of limestone formation, aud 
the inside of the great arch, which has 
a span of 247G feet, is smoothly worn 
by the water, w’bich in olden times fill 
ed Pine creek so full that they were 
gorged in their passage under the arch. 
The bridge is almost exactly 400 feet 
wide at the top aud nearly 1,000 feet 
in length across the canyon, the 200 foot 
measurements mentioned above being 
for the under side of the arch. At the 
apex of the arch the formation is only 
about 6 feet in thickness, and throng! 
this there is a hole large enough to ad 
mit the body of a man, and througl 
which one may look down into the cry's 
tai depth below. In the immediate vi­ 
cinity of tho bridge are numerous cav­ 
erns of small size, some of which have 
never been explored. Leading geologists 
are of the opinion that the whole of 
Pine creek was once an immense cav 
era, and that the bridge described above 
is all that now remains of what was for 
merly the roof.—St. Louis Republic. 


Giant Horned Lizards. 
Some years ago — several hundred 
thousand perhaps—a brackish cr fresh 
water lake existed which extended for 
800 miles along the eastern flank of the 
Rocky mountains, mid many strange 
monsters wandered up and down its 
shores. 
Professor Marsh named one the tri­ 
ceratops, which means that it w’ore three 
horns on its face. Its skull was enor­ 
mous, measuring in mi old individual 7 
or 8 feet in length, was somewhat \vedge 
shaped, and the back and sides of its 
neck were protected by a huge fanlike 
ruff or projection of bone, extending 
from the skull and forming a part of it. 
The brain was smaller in proportion 
to the size of the skull than in any 
known animal. The mouth was a kind 
of beak, like that of the turtle, and 
similarly sheathed in horn. Its food was 
of the luxurious tropical vegetation 
which flourished along the borders of 
the great lake. 
The animal was about 25 feet in 
length aud 8 or IO feet in height, being 
considerably larger than the largest ex­ 
isting elephant.—Cincinnati Enquirer.
